In the same report, the chief of 
the infectious diseases. division 
says that a, case of ‘cholera. was 
discovered in Baruga, Leyte, last 
week, .The patient -died,-but io 
other infectious ‘discasés were re- 
gistered.

AN ANCIENT YUCATAN | MINISTERS MAKE POOR | ESCAPE FROM END OF THE 


CITY. 
MAGNIFICENT RUINS 
VISITED: 


A MYTH OF QUEEN: VICTORIA. 


Dr. Gann, the well-known. archeo- 
logist, ‘gives the following account 


of an. iricident of his recent -ex- # 
pedition to Eastern Yucatan for. the 


purpose of examining the great 
Maya ruins of that country, Vo 
‘ The Ruins of Tulum, 


For.the most part, he says, our 
way Iny along tho’ sands,’ which 
wero strewn for mile after mile. 
with all. sorts of. wreckage. 
Amongst. it,. by ‘the way, was a 
great mumber of thick alas bails, 
about four. inches in dinmeter and 
of all colours of the rainbow, the 
use of. which I’ am unable .to 
imagine. Wo had to leave the 
shore and cut across the. base. of 
a headland. through a bad piece 
of salt water pimento bush, but at- 
last we heard the roar of the waves 
breaking’ against the rocky: head- 
land upon which stand the ruins of 
the ancient: city of ‘Tuluum, and 
then wo'came to the great stone 
wall surrounding the ruins, which 
is wide enough to. allow five men 
to-walk abreast on its summit. 


To me the magnificent ruins were | he was invited. to place -himsclf in’ 


a most astonishing sight. When I- 
last visited them they were covered’ 
with dense, practically — im- 
penetrable bush, but.now_I found 
the ruins - completely cleared * of 
jungle. From ‘the summit of the 
Castillo, the great temple which 
dominates the ruined city from its 
eastern extromity, I had a magnifi- 
cent view of the’ gleaming whito 
buildin 8.
